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A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Details of the Burning ot a House 
and Three Children. 
CEDARVILLE, Cal, March 31. 

Editor Gazette:—Last night the 
inhabitants of Cedarville were 
awakened about half past ll by a 
cry of fire. On inquiry it was found 
that the house of J. B. Bolain,a 
mile away, was in flames, and that 
several lives were already lost,or in 
great danger. Immediately several 
teams hastily galloped down to the 
scene where the roaring flames were 
yet shooting their angry forks up- 
wards, and then a scene too borri- 
ble to contemplate and too heart- 


rending to attempt to describe was 
witnessed. The building wasa long, 
and awkwardly constructed the 
rear part baving at ove time stood 
alone as a log cabin. The fron 

portion had been built ow, and it 
was in one of the rooms of this part 
that the awful tragedy took place, 
which has sent such a thrill of hor- 
ror through this community that it 
has seldom if ever before exper- 
ienced. 

Bolain is a laborer and was work- 
ing on the farm of Mr. Buck, who, 
with his wife, recently died at San 
Jose. The farm is some little dis- 
tance from his home, yeyBolain geu- 
erally walked backwards and for- 
wards each evening. He hada wife 
and five children, two girls and 
three boys. Last night, being 
weary, be did not go home to sleep 
but stayed on the Buck place. 
About half an hour after the fire 
was discovered he was on the scene, 
and there as tbe willing workers 
did all they could to stop the rag- 
ing flames he could distinctly see, 
after the roof fellin, the burning 
bodies of three of his children—all 
his boys—which were ip such a po- 
sition that it was impossible to 
reach them. The mother was 
awakened, doubtless, by the falling 
in of the roof at the rear part of the 
building. She rushed out with 
the two girls in their vight clothes. 
Then going to the window she 
broke it in, in the — of saving 
her three boys, and wildly and ag- 
onizingly called upon them tocome 
toher. The flames were already 
masters of the room, and as she 
there stood they surged around her 
until face, neck and hands were 
burned black, and she was remorse- 
7 driven back, exhausted and 
nearly dead. About titis time help 
came, but too late to save the lives 
of the boys. The motber was taken 
to a neighbor’s, a doctor summoned 
and all che help possible given to 
her. At first it was thought her 
chances of life were exceedingly 
slim, but now there is hope held 
out that she may recover. The 
girls were uninjured. The poor 
father is broken-hearted, but being 
an earnest Christain man says be 
finds great comfort and consolation 
in the thought that his boys are 
safein Heaven. An inquest wis 
held this morning, presided over by 
Judge Jackey,and a verdict returned 
that the three boys, names and ages 
as foliows, came to their death from 
suffocation by the smoke caused by 
the burning of the building in 
which the deceased were sleeping, 
and that the origin of the fire is un- 
known: William Olardy Bolain, 
14 years; Charles Ed. Bolain, 12 
= and Francis Marivu Bolain, 

years. Great sympathy is ex- 
pressed in the whole of the commu- 
nity with the bereaved parents. 
The ladies have supplied clothing 
atid the citizens food, and a sub- 
scription paper is in circulation, to 
which over $200 has already beeu 
subscribed. The funerul will take 

this afternooa, and the Rev. 

. W. James will preach a sermon 
on the sad event on Sunday even- 
ing next.

In ite review of the several mar- 
kets for the week ended March 26th, 
Bradstreet’s has the following to 
say of the downward progress in 
the prics of silver: 


Farther downward progress was 
made during the week iu the course of 
the silver market, prices reachin 
a level below any quotation yeoorded 

since October last. Some attempts 
were made to connect the present ex- 
hibition of weakness with tho appar- 
ent change of attitude on the part of 
the British adminoistration toward the 
silver question. According to this 
view the supposed friendly attitude of 
Lord Randolph Churchill toward the 
bimetalic side of the controversy, aad 
the expectation that the Royal Com- 
mission would produce convluasions 
tending to a modification of greater or 
less degree in the pulicy of the Gov- 
ernment, had much to do with the sus- 
tained market for silver which has 
prevailed since last Fall. Further- 
more, it is alleged that Churchill’s 
withdrawal from the Cabinet, Lord 
Salisbury’s unyielding attitude on the 
subject, and the outcome of the Com- 
mission’s inquiry, have been the lead- 
ing factors in the recently developed 
fall. Without consideration how far 
these or other intangible reasons have 
been instrumental in this direction, 
the actual condition of the market dur- 
ing the week has apparently, accord- 
ing to best advices, depended upon 
the absence of inquiry. Buyers of 
silver have held off, the natural infer- 
ence being that they expect still lower 
figures, and business bas been very 
restricted.

BURNED IN HER CABIN 


An Important U. 8. Supreme 
Court Decision. 


[PRESS PISPATCHES TO THE GAZETTE! 
An Important Tax Case. 
WASHINGTON, April 4. 
A decision was rendered by the 
United States Supreme Court in an im- 
portant bank tax case, entitled: ‘‘ The 
Mercantile National Bank of the city 
of New York,against the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Commonalty of the city of 


New York, and George W. McLean, 
Receiver of Taxes.’’ Thisis one of 35 
suits brought by the Natioual banks of 
New York against the municipal au- 
thorities of that city to restrain the 
collection of taxes assessed upon the 
shares of stock of said bank. 

The question raised by the case is 
whether or not the system of laws en- 
forced in the State of New York is in 
opposition to Section 5,219 of the re- 
vised statutes of the United States, 
which — that the taxation of the 
shares of National banks shall not be 
at @ greater rate than is assessed upon 
other monied capital in hands of in- 
dividual citizens of said State. The 
Court auswers that question in the 
negative and affirms the decree of the 
court below in tavor of the State. 

This is a very important decision to 
the State of New York, as taxes to the 
amount of more than $2.000,000 are in- 
volved, and the National bank stock 
affected’ amounts, at par value, to 
more than $80,000,000. A similar de- 
cision was renderéd in the case of the 
National Banking Company against 
the Mayor and Common Council of 
the city of Newark. 


A Large Labor Vote. 
CINGINNATI, April 4. 

The weather is pleasant and the elec- 
tion is progeeding quietly, with a fall 
vote. The Republicans claim an easy 
victory, inasmuch as the Democrats 
exhibit much indifference as to the 
fate of their ticket. In the strongest 
Democ atic wards the Labor nen copn- 
strne the Democratic apathy into a 
sympathy with their party, as they 
are predicting the election of their 
ticket. Many manufacturing estab- 
lishments have closed to enable their 
empleyes to vote. The Labor ticket is 
reported to be receiving many votes.

San Francisco Booms. 

The following review of the lécal 
realty market for March is taken 
from the Real Fstate Circular, pub- 
lished by Thomas Magee, and just 
issued: 


Since the year 1868 and the Spring of 
1869 we have not seen such an active 
demand for real estate as there was 
last month. The demand, indeed, has 
to a slight extent partaken of the cbhar- 
actercfarush. This activity was not 
for large, but mostly for properties 
worth $2,000 to $10,000. Speculators 
have appeared, in consequence of this 
activity, and, as they cannot well 
exist or rush prices above fair figures 
without the aid of the credit system, 
we may expect that there will bea 
boom io mortgages, as well as a boom 
in prices. By giving the terms of one- 
fourth cash, a block was last month 
sold for fully 25 per cent over its pres- 
est market value. There were 392 
sales made last month, amoun:ing to 
$1,610,203, against 252 sales in Febru- 
ary, of the valine of $916,449. There is 
now more business property on the 
market than there has been for several 
months. Good as the demand for 
such property is, .t is now a 
dwarfed by the demand for lots at 
$1,500 to $3,000, bouses and lots worth 
$3,000 aud $7,000, and prospective bus- 
iness properties worth $6,000 to $20,000,
